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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 
This application has been found to contain naore than one invention. Therefore, 
restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claim 1, drawn to multiple uses, classified in classes 514, various subclasses. 

II. Claims 19 and 20, drawn to three specific compounds, classified in classes 546, 
subclass 2 10+. 

in. Claim 21, drawn to multiple uses, classified in class 514, various 
subclasses. 

These inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
These distinct inventions have acquired separate status in the art, will support separate 
patents, and will require different fields of search for the respective inventions. Accordingly, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is considered proper; 35 U.S.C. 121; 37 
CFR 1,141; 37 CFR 1.142. 

Inventions II and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different produrt or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 3 
806.05(h)). In the instant case the products as claimed can be used in materially different 
processes as evidenced by applicants' own claims and specification. 
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Inventions I and II are unrelated because they differ in scope. Further, the compounds of 
Group II have different uses than those recited in Group L 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

In the event of an election of either Group I or III, appUcants are requested to elect a 
single disclosed method, i.e., a specific disease. 

In, In re Weber. 198 USPQ 332, In re Hengehold. 169 USPQ 473, was noted for the 
proposition that as long as applicants have maintained the right (as they do here) to file the non- 
elected subject matter in divisional appUcations, then restriction is proper, as to that point. 

Applicant may file the divisional subject matter noted in divisional applications. If 
appUcant wishes a generic expression of the elected invention the claims here need be amended 
to reflect that election. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143). 

This restriction requirement is being written as previous experience has indicated that with 
Foreign apphcants and the inherent time delays, appUcants' representative is better able to make 
an informed, correct, election of the invention applicants would wish to have prosecuted here if 
applicants are given the opportunity to see the restriction requirement laid out, and given the time 
to make an informed decision.
